Thus our Men 
became Matters of the: Paffages without any other 
lofs in the Expedition than of 3 Officers.and’ 25 Sol- 
diers kill'd and wounded,’ In -laft Encounter 
4 Captains,r Major, 1. Enfign,and 100 Soldiers were 
taken. The Enemy was 2500 Men ftrong, and had 
been reinfore’d by, 500 Troopers or Dragoons on fooi, 
who arriv’d the Evening before : ‘They -had made a 
good Retrenchment in: the Valley of Treyberg, but 
t was ufelefs to them, becaufe the Army shad.no oc- 
cafion to go that. way, to, enter into the.

‘ time our Men feal'd the Ramparts, and took ths 
* Redoubt with Sword in Hand, ‘aftér little 
* ftance ; moft of thofe that defended it were ut fo 
the Sword, and fome others 'wére tnade Prifoners 
‘ as they were endeavouring to efcape in a Boat. to 
‘ Night a Line is drawing-to the: Bank of the Rhike 
* in order to the Raifing of a Battery clofe to’ the 
‘ Fort, from thence to play upon the City, I arti’ gé. 
Of the French in the Fort (befides what were 
kid) abour 20 were made Prifonets, among which 
isthe Commander of the Fort and 3 Officets ; on 
our fide but 3 Soldiets were ‘kill’d and 5 wounded. 
The Enemy that efcap’d out of the Fort irité the 
‘Town, were fore'd'to make ufe of Boars, becaufe 
their flying Bridg@ was funk by our Shot on the 
Sth : One of théte Boats pafling from the Fott with 
6 Men was'overfet and the Men’drown’d, the other 
that was driven down the Cuttent to the Prince of 
Heffe’s Attack, had 10 Men‘in ir, whd were made 
Prifoners. “The Commanding Officer in the Cattle 
of Saffemburg, which has been block’d up feveral 
days, having defir’d today to march out with his 
Garrifon of 100 Men to Vianden,it was granted him. 
From the Camp before Boffh; May 16. Ox the 
13th in the Afternoon the Enemy made a Sally on 
Major General Dedem’s Attack, and after they had 
nail'd fome Pieces of Cannon’ were driven back with 
the Lofs of 2 or 300 Men KilPd'y 150 wete kilfd or 
wounded on our fide. The fate Evening we ar 
tack’d their Cover'd: Way ‘on® that fide where the 
Prince of Heffe’s Attack was catried on; with 600

cera*f rifoners, but at the fame time we took 2 
Major and 2 Lietitenants of theirs of ‘the Regiment 
of Grimaldi. “About 3 that’ Aftetnoon the Epemy 
bear a Parley and hung out the’ white Flag, The 
Collonels Welderen and Palm, and Lieutenant Col- 
fone! Leibnits were ferit, in; and Calvo with 7 
others came out for Hoftages. The Conditions on 
which they propos’d to furrender being fent out of 
the Town yefterday Morning, were found fo ex- 
travagant that ‘they were refus’d, and others were 
fent in by the’ Duke of Maflborough. Mean time 
we made all ready'to renew the Cannonading ; But. 
after feveral Meffages in and dut, the Articles 
Capitularion weré agreed late laft Nighr, and fign’d 
and exchang’d this Mofning, and one of the Gates 
put into our Hands. The Garrifon is to march out 
2 days henct,and to be conduéted to Luxemburg. The 
Duke of Marlborough wilf go from hence tomorrow 
Morning early, intending to pur himfelf at rhe Head 
of the Army affembled near'Maeftricht, on the 18th. 
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
